Anna White, Rochester's most esteemed historian, during 
an interview at her home.

That's 
more than 70 years in one place, and White hasn't been 
afraid to share her vast knowledge with the rest of the 
townspeople.

Way 
back when I was working for the town, there was no 
Historical Commission."

White said that she spent many years working for 
the town as its secretary at Town Hall, and she has helped 
write some of the history for the town and its buildings 
through the Historical Commission. 

'Tve enjoyed everything Fve done/' White said. 
'T love the town. It's a wonderful place to live and grow 
up in.'' 

After she married her husband Ainsley, who 
passed away about 20 years ago, he took a job in Western 
Massachusetts, and she worked as a secretary at the 
University of Massachusetts Amherst. Ultimately, they 
decided to move back to Rochester, and she has lived here 
ever since. 

"My mother was a Hartley," White said, referring 
to one of the town's oldest families and whom Hartley 
Road is named after. "I'm related to half the town. Not so 
much now, but then - 1 had dozens of cousins, literally." 

White said that she had always taken an interest 
in all things Rochester, and was surprised to learn that 
the board wanted to make her an honorary member of 
the Historical Commission. She stressed the importance 
of preserving the history of the town, and hopes people 
continue with the work that has already been done by her 
and her fellow members of the Commission. 

Naida Parker, Chair of the Board of Selectman, 
commended White at the Board's meeting Monday night. 

"It's disappointing that she needs to give her seat 
up," Parker said. "She has an amazing memory for the 
history of this town."

Officials Sign Off on Articles 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

During a brisk Monday night meeting, the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen approved the Annual Town 
Meeting Warrant and special warrant presented by Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera. The Town Meeting 
will take place on May 20 at 7pm at Rochester Memorial 
School. 

The town's Fiscal Year 2014 operating budget 
shows a 3.7 percent increase from 2013's and stands at 
$18,413,066. Rochester residents will see slight increases 
for many appropriations across the board, with the 
biggest jump earmarked for the EMT budget: $321,675 
from $191,878. 

Emergency services aim to upgrade to Advanced 
Life Support status from Basic Life Support, necessitating 
more equipment and personnel. In addition to the 
strengthened public safety, officials forecast better revenue 
opportunities for the town with greater call volume and 
billing reimbursements. An informational meeting on the 
proposed change will take place at the Town Hall on May 
6 at 7:30 pm, preceded by an overall review of the Town 
Meeting Warrant at 7:00 pm.

April 1 for a October 1 due date, and an October 1 
issuance for an April 1 due date. The Board of Assessors 
supports a change, which it argues could help residents 
better plan their payments. The system would represent a 
departure from Rochester's current set-up of semi-annual 
collection, with bills sent out 30 days prior to deadline. 

Article 10, meanwhile, asks the town to "vote . . . 
to withdraw the Town of Rochester from participation 
in the Marion Rochester Regional Health District; said 
withdrawal to take effect on the last day of Fiscal Year 
2014 and further, to approve and to authorize any 
necessary action by the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
and/ or Rochester Board of Health to effectuate this 
withdrawal, or take any action relative thereto.'' 

While the language might be unassuming, the 
implications could be thorny at Town Meeting, as legal 
interpretations of liability and bitterness over broken 
agreements emerged during a recent Board of Selectmen 
session that broached the withdrawal amid hostile 
exchanges and walkouts. Citing fiscal advantages and 
questions of efficiency, Rochester wishes to dissolve its 
membership in the Regional Health District and work 
up its own employment arrangement with Director 
Karen Walega, which has angered other members of the 
Rochester Board of Health. 

"Oh, you heard about that?" LaCamera 
deadpanned to a reporter at Monday night's meeting. 
"Yes, it could be an issue."

Warrants Ready for Town Meeting 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 
With Mattapoisett voters and town officials set 
to take up the important and weighty work of Town 
Meeting starting May 13, two warrant drafts are set for 
review. 

The Annual Town Meeting warrant contains 31 
articles this year. One special warrant comes on the heels 
of two well-known storms: Sandy and the blizzard of 
2013. 

The Special Warrant is requesting that voters 
approve the use of free cash to pay the $45,000 cost 
overruns the town incurred due to storm recovery. This 
sum will cover overtime, additional personnel, sand, salt, 
and various other items needed to help the town restore 
services and roads for residents. 

The regular Town Meeting Warrant has several 
articles that voters will need to pay special attention 
to during the session. Article No. 3, titled Appropriate 
for OPEB Liabilities, is seeking $297,720 to meet the 
town's obligation in a fiscally sound manner for the 
cost of post-employment benefits. In essence, if voters 
pass this article, they will be helping to ensure that the 
$10.5 million retirement plan in place for former town 
employees will not bankrupt the town in the future. The 
present model of pay-as-you-go was recently described 
by Town Administrator Michael Gagne as unsound.

Noting San Jose, Calif., as the poster child of poor fiscal 
planning -''they have cut fire, police, and other services'' 
- Mattapoisett is proposing to set aside funding annually 
to help support this long-term financial obligation.

Officials Say No to Solar Bylaw

Although it seemed during the past month of 
Planning Board meetings that most members' shifting 
positions on the Solar Bylaw might be decided only when 
the music stopped, one of them was consistent in his 
opposition to the policy from the beginning of the process 
through the end: Ted North.

was handed down. 

"They've never given us reason to be 
optimistic/' Saltonstall said. ''Their rationale is so full of 
inconsistencies. We'll continue to defend the Solar Bylaw, 
and we're confident that voters will see how much it 
could mean for Marion." 

The Solar Bylaw, which would formalize the 
process for residential solar installations and allow for a 
Municipal Solar Overlay District on the town's capped 
landfill, is included in the Town Meeting warrant signed 
off on by the Board of Selectmen. But the Planning Board 
has expressed concerns ranging from cosmetic to deal- 
breaking during the subsequent month of deliberations, 
public hearings, and work sessions. The majority of 
members would not bend on a desire for a special permit 
inclusion, for instance, while the EMC has fought it tooth 
and nail. 

Early on during Thursday's meeting, it appeared 
as if the spirit of compromise engendered during the 
public hearings had carried over, or even that the 
Planning Board had changed course. Ryder opened the 
proceedings by saying that he had been "second-guessing 
some of the thoughts I had previous to the public 
hearings," adding that an opinion from Town Counsel Jon 
Witten on the bylaw "satisfies a number of concerns that 
I had ... I feel, at least personally, that the Planning Board 
can have the control it needs without having a special 
permit."

Vice-Chair Pat McArdle disagreed. ''We can do 
that/' she said, "but we're doing it with no teeth." 

Ryder also said that after a tour of the Fairhaven 
solar installation on a landfill, he was "amazed at how 
benign that installation was in regard to environment 
issues, technological issues, and operational issues. 
There is very little environmental concern with regard 
to piercing the cap, and the developer there was able 
to secure liability insurance. The DEP is 10 times more 
stringent than our special permit. I'm questioning the 
need for a special permit at this point." 

Ryder continued. 

"It makes a lot of sense. But I'll temper that 
comment by saying that I'm still not sold on the idea that 
of that installation being a quote-unquote garden." 

Ryder was referring to the fact that the solar 
district's supply would be limited, expensive, and for 
private as opposed to municipal use. 

"I'm not sure," he said, "that the solar garden 
approach is equitable." 

Members Steve Gonsalves and Sherman Briggs 
agreed, saying that they supported certain aspects of the 
Solar Bylaw but not others. 

There was no such nuance with North. 

Citing his "extensive career in law, finance, and 
tax," North blasted the bylaw as "bad public policy with 
substantive drafting issues." He focused his initial critique 
on ground-mounted residential installations' aesthetics.

"Do you want to look at this in your neighbor's 
yard? For me, the answer is absolutely not/' he said. 
"Marion is very much dependent on a high property tax 
rate base.

When Saltonstall offered a rebuttal. North 
pounced.

Saltonstall pointed out that Ryder had suggested 
another work session with the Energy Management 
Committee before the Planning Board was to prepare its 
report, and that the session never happened. Ryder made 
this suggestion at the last public hearing, which North did 
not attend. 

The next Planning Board meeting - where officials 
will finalize report language for the Town Meeting - is 
scheduled for May 6.

year/' Cutler said. "I did this for 13 years before [this

permit. He said that he currently has no plan to make it a 
museum, though he often takes one of his multiple trucks 
out from time to time and encourages people to get in 
touch with him to see them, especially retired firefighters. 

"I acquired another ladder truck and Fm trying 
to get it inside,'' said Ashworth, who purchased the 1989 
54-foot Maxim ladder truck in New Bedford. "It's got a 
history, too, and Fm just trying to get it inside." 

"I think this is fantastic," Cutler said, adding that 
the only conditions for the construction of the structure 
were that any future changes to the facility be proposed to 
the ZBA. 

"I think that the building that is on that property 
is compatible with the buildings in the neighborhood," 
member Kirby Gilmore said. "I don't see any issues." 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the board granted two 
variances and a special permit to Shawmut Associates 
for the construction of a driveway leading to their new 
facility at 50 Cranberry Hwy in Rochester. 

Greg Wirsen, an engineer for Green Seal 
Environmental, which represents Shawmut Associates, 
said that the driveway "is integral to facility operations." 
He presented an extensive plan to the Board, which 
showed numerous aspects of the plans for the 
construction of the 90,000-square-foot solid waste facility. 

"We have many moving parts to get this shovel 
ready," said Wirsen.

different sets of plans regarding the facility which are still 
"up in the air/' 

"It appears to me that the applicant has done 
extensive homework/' Gilmore said. "I think that the 
use is compatible. Fm in favor of this project as it's been 
presented. The town needs to have this sort of project 
going on in this part of town. I think it's a win for us." 

Wirner added that part of the plan includes the 
planting of 12-foot arborvitaes, as well as a fence around 
the property to keep it aesthetically pleasing and to keep 
litter from blowing around. 

The two variances and the special permit 
essentially allow Shawmut to construct the driveway, and 
approve it for industrial use in a commercial zone.

Grassi Bog Going 'Natural' 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

The natural "letting go" of an old cranberry bog 
area known as the Grassi Bog drew heavy attendance 
and much discussion at the Marion Conservation 
Commission's meeting last Wednesday evening. 

The bog and land surrounding it lays parallel 
to Route 6, near the Rocky Neck subdivision and all 
along the area beyond. The applicant, Marion Open 
Space Acquisition Commission, filed a Notice of Intent 
to replace existing water control structures in order to 
maintain the pond and emergent marsh. 

The plan is to do away with the eight man-made 
sluiceways, dikes, and water containment structures and 
other obstructions and let nature have its way. Several 
abutters attended and asked about the water levels 
resulting from the removal of the man-made containment 
areas, which are in disrepair and not monitored on a 
regular basis. 

Robert Grey, of Sanatia, Inc., spoke on behalf of 
the Marion Open Space Commission and showed photos 
and drawings of the plat and the changes that would take 
place over time, as nature would take over human control 
of the bog area. "The plan is to re-establish the natural 
water system that was here prior to the bog," Grey said. 

In essence, the plan showed three manmade 
dikes or waterways that will be removed, thus returning

the area to its natural flow and state. "Structures will be 
removed and our intent is to restore the passage of fish 
that should flow through the area/' Grey said. The area is 
also considered a habitat for the endangered species of the 
Eastern box turtle. 

Various abutters, including Joe and Bonnie Pavia 
spoke and said that they mowed the pathway around the 
area. ''We've been mowing the area for years, and want to 
know what will happen to the current maintenance of the 
property," Joe Pavia said. 

The board told the abutters that there were 
requirements, out of their control, that governed what 
and how mowing and other maintenance of the property 
could happen.

Chris Bryant, representing the Sippican Lands 
Trust, voiced approval of the project saying that the group 
is 'Very much behind the project/' 

In other business, the board discussed a Request 
for Determination of Applicability to construct a dwelling, 
a driveway, and a sewage disposal system with associated 
grading at 50 Holly Pond Road by Amy Moor. Steve 
Carvalho of Thompson Farland represented the applicant. 

"We explored the area for ledge ... did not find it, 
so we are proposing a foundation as is,'' Carvalho. Two 
retaining walls consisting of large boulders will be built. 

Tabor Academy was next up, with a Request for 
Determination of Applicability to construct a 35-by-78- 
foot indoor rowing tank building addition and a 25-by- 
35-foot outdoor workout area on the northeast side of the 
gymnasium building. At issue was roof run-off, which 
would be diverted to a catch basin. The board agreed to 
take the request under consideration. 

The last item on the agenda was a request for 
a Notice on Intent for Kathleen Mahoney of 40 Dexter 
Rd. to construct a 4-by-l 33-foot timber boardwalk 
and pier, a 3-by-20-foot gangway, and a lO-by-20-foot 
float supported by four pilings.

Officials Continue Crafting Budget 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
By Marilou Newell 

Saying that he is working toward a very 
conservative budget and smoothing out the number of 
articles in the Warrant, Mattapoisett Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne, shared his working budget strategic plan 
with Gary Johnson, Pat Donahoe, Betty Pennington, and 
Colby Rotler of the Finance Committee. 

One of the most significant items Gagne 
discussed with the committee was the looming specter of 
crippling retirement health care benefits for former town 
employees. To illustrate the point, he noted problems 
experienced in such far-flung locals as San Jose, Calif., as 
well as cities in Rhode Island, where legacy health care 
benefits have bankrupted those communities. 

Presently, Mattapoisett funds these necessary 
expenses on a "pay-as-you-go'' basis. 

'Tf we continue to pay-as-we-go, the liability will 
increase a half -million per year,'' Gagne told the members. 
He is proposing to fund the program through an annual 
line item in the budget helping to ensure that expanding 
costs would not negatively impact the town. "It's the 
prudent fiscal plan," he told the committee. 

For Fiscal Year 2014, Gagne has plugged in 
$298,000 and plans to add to that reserve over the years. 
Although it will never be a dollar-for-dollar match, it 
will help with the multi-million dollar price tag the

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full retirement commitment requires while helping to 
preserve the town's excellent bond rating. 

Also on the theme of health care benefits, he 
explained that the revised group health care benefit 
program currently in place for town employees is now 
reaping desired savings. The town negotiated a higher 
employee contribution for co-pay fees resulting in an 
overall savings to the town. He further detailed that some 
employees had elected to take their spouses' health care 
benefit versus the town's plan, contributing to an overall 
reduction in the cost of the program. "This is exactly 
what you want to accomplish for the town to save," 
Gagne said. 

The library's needs were noted, as Gagne will be 
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requesting the funding of a part-time children's librarian. 
The growing use of the library resources is predominantly 
in the children's programs, Gagne learned during his 
meeting with Director Susan Pizzolato. This position will 
provide the community with much needed professional 
staffing. When asked about the contributions from 
'Triends of the Library'', Gagne responded that those 
funds were outside the town budget. This new position 
would come in at $19,500 per year. 

On a much less financially impactful subject, but 
one that the residents of the town depend on, the snow 
removal budget is penciled in for an increase. Rather than 
having to find the money after the fact to pay salaries to 
the town personnel whose flashing lights and plows are 
a welcome sight on a snowy day, Gagne is requesting 
$20,000, an increase of $5,000 over FY13. 

Landfill environmental monitoring as required 
by the state will necessitate an increase in order to meet 
the important work of ongoing issues associated with the 
unlined site. In 2012, Mattapoisett's budget was zero; in 
2013, $2,000 was appropriated; and for 2014 the budget 
line item is $10,000, an $8,000 increase. This amount 
will be an ongoing request Gagne said, commenting on 
the state's mandate that cities and towns provide such 
monitoring annually. 

Boston's recent horrific bombing tragedy was 
part of the night's discussion. Mattapoisett, along with 
other cities and towns in the area, provided aid during

the event. Gagne told the committee members that he 
had confirmed repayment by the state to cover those 
unexpected expenses. He also shared that insurance is 
now available to cover costs associated with acts of terror. 
Although the town and its various committees had been 
made aware of such coverage, none felt Mattapoisett 
would require such financial protection. The group felt 
that at some point in the future, this option may need to 
be revisited. 

Gagne said that some old debt would be retired, 
making long-term borrowing easier for the town, 
while also sharing that a reduction in state funding 
was expected. He explained that due to the "giveback'' 
resulting from the defunct telecom tax, which had been

collected, municipalities have to repay these collected 
fees. For Mattapoisett, that one time sum for 2014 will be 
$52,000. 

Over the coming days, the group will continue to 
work on the final budget for Town Meeting. 

A Range of Interests and Opinions 

Mattapoisett Open Space Committee 
By Marilou Newell 
Mattapoisett's Open Space Committee, whose 
board includes representatives from the Conservation 
Commission, Highway Department, Planning Board, 
Water & Sewer, Conservation Agent, and Recreation 
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Department, held its first meeting Thursday, April 25. 
After a brief introduction outlining for the assembled 
the various vested interests each of the committee 
members brought to the hearing, public comments were 
entertained. 

The most vocal of those wishing to be heard was 
Robert Gardner from the Council on Aging. He, along 
with a small contingent of active seniors, expressed his 
collective distress and desire that the public tennis courses 
should be kept in better repair and with more availability. 
The main issue raised was the poor condition of the 
courts located at Center School. Although the town had 
recently invested in repairs to the courts that are presently 
operational, Gardner said it wasn't sufficient to meet 
demand. It was noted that although there are six courts 
at the high school, the gates are locked on weekends, and 
the courts not available when school is in session. Gardner 
said, ''playing tennis is a matter of life and death for us . . . 
it is both physical exercise and social too". 

Chair John DeCosta stated that there are a total of 
30 acres that the town owns at the Hammondtown School 
site, of which only 7 acres are currently developed. Should 
the town decide to expand tennis courts, this site might be 
an option, he noted. 

Brad Hathaway commented on the lack of 
wetland protection bylaws in Mattapoisett. "You 
cannot protect the wetlands without wetlands bylaws," 
he said, adding that wetlands equated to open space in

The public learned that in the 1800s, Fairhaven 
got the rights to take water from the glacial aquifer 
located today inside the town lines of Mattapoisett. They 
also heard that 224 million gallons per day recede from 
the watershed area. The area is vast, spanning from 
Spinatuit Pond in Rochester to the coastline. 

In 1983, the Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
Supply and Protection was formally organized, giving it 
the right to charge funds with the revenue earmarked to 
buy lands that would protect the aquifer. Since 1998, 475 
acres have been purchased in the river valley. That, along 
with open space lands, constitutes a total of 600 acres. 

Nick Nicholson, superintendent of the Water 
& Sewer Department, stated that funds were recently 
requested from the state by Mattapoisett, Marion, and 
Rochester, but that Fairhaven did not follow through. He 
said that the funds would have been used to study use 
impacts as well as water quality all which are necessary 
for the long-term health and well being of the water 
system. 

It was also noted that recent lands purchased by 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition were outside the defined area 
of the Mattapoisett River Valley. 

Also of interest to the group was information 
pertaining to the Community Preservation Act, a tool 
to protect open spaces, affordable housing, and other 
community-based needs. It functions through a surcharge 
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on property taxes. One part of the CPA that is critical for 
the use of the funds is open space. The state has dispersed 
$150,000 to Mattapoisett and other towns annually. 

Recreation Director Jeremy Collier discussed 
using the space, w^hich is currently tennis courts at Center 
School, for other recreational activities. This idea w^as 
not warmly received by Gardner and those interested in 
expanding the sport, but Collier assured the group that 
tennis is high on the list of important activities. 

Next, the committee members and the public 
attendees broke up into groups based on interest areas 
such as: outdoor recreation; preserving wetlands, wildlife, 
habitats, and coastal resources; improving and sustaining 
land conservation efforts; and water quality and natural 
resources. 

Another hearing will be scheduled in the coming 

months.

them back 35 feet from property lines, and screen it all 
entirely from my neighbors, the Planning Board would 
prefer that I still get a special permit to do so.

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asked what the possible objections to solar panels might 
be, it was stated that neighbors might object to the sight of 
the solar panels even while they would have to be entirely 
screened. There was also a suggestion that these solar 
panels might lessen the property values of a neighbor's 
home. How so? What makes solar panels different than 
pools, large garages, and tennis courts? We should give 
solar panels at least equal rights among these structures. 

Marion is currently ranked No. 104 among 
351 municipalities in Massachusetts in solar capacity 
per capita. Not terrible, but just my opinion that we 
should lead in renewable energy rather than follow. The 
sun's energy is clean and financially competitive given 
the incentives. Massachusetts State Law permits solar 
installations in all zones and limits a town's ability to 
regulate them. Marion's Energy Committee, made up 
of some of our most admired citizens, has worked hard 
to come up with reasonable guidelines, in the form of 
bylaws, which will accommodate both the state law and 
the character of the town. The simple idea is - if you 
want to install solar panels, you may do so, by right, if 
you follow the common sense guidelines without further 
review from the town. You wouldn't have to expend the 
time, energy, and maybe money for drawings and all that 
jazz that becomes part of a special permit process. Even 
the preparation for a one-night public meeting is a hassle 
given the very busy lives that people lead. In short, the 
special permit is an unnecessary friction that will slow the

use of solar panels among our fellow citizens. 

I enjoyed my rare visit to a committee meeting. 
The Board's members are volunteers and our neighbors; 
they put in long hours hashing out issues with the 
nothing but good intentions and their sense of the well- 
being of the town. They were informed and engaged and 
the discourse was always civil. There was even some 
good, appropriate humor coming from the Board despite 
the disagreements.

To the Editor: 

The Marion Spring Town Meeting Warrant 
has arrived in your mailbox. The warrant contains two 
solar zoning bylaw articles to be voted on at the May 13 
Meeting. Yes, Marion needs good solar bylaws. There 
is no disagreement on this basic issue. Marion needs to 
protect our neighborhoods and property values form the 
adverse consequence of out-of-town solar speculators and 
poorly sited solar installations in our neighborhoods. 

The Planning Board clearly recognizes the need 
for good, rationally designed and drafted solar bylaws, 
and plans to deal with this important issue in a way that 
benefits our residents, neighborhoods, and the town. 
Marion residents need the ability to install new solar 
technology. The technology is here. Solar performance 
should improve as well as the size and costs reduced over 
time as the technology matures. 

The disagreement between the Planning Board 
and the Energy Management Committee, sponsor of the 
solar zoning bylaws, is that EMC's poorly designed and 
drafted bylaws are clearly not the ones for Marion. 

During recent public hearings, the EMC's 
proposed solar zoning bylaws have been opposed by 
Marion Planning Board members. Article 30 is a solar 
bylaw that allows for the placement of ground and pole 
mounted solar systems including commercial solar farms, 
such as those planned for Rochester and Dartmouth, in

Marion's residential neighborhoods. Many South Coast 
towns either prohibit large-scale commercial farms in 
residential neighborhoods or restrict their placement 
to specially restricted solar overlay districts where 
their impact is more benign. All Marion's residential 
neighborhoods, however, having lot sizes of an acre or 
more will become vulnerable for placement of ground and 
pole mounted solar installations including commercial 
solar farms. 

Article 31 has to do with "as of right zoning" 
which would allow the Marion Energy Committee to 
place a private commercial solar garden on the town's 
Landfill; therefore, bypassing Marion's traditional zoning 
protections of special permit and site plan review now 
required for commercial and industrial projects. 

These two bylaws contain bad public policy, 
are poorly drafted, and place Marion residential 
neighborhoods at risk for commercial solar development. 
The bylaws throw the door wide open to entice out- of- 
town solar speculators to shop for cheap land leases 
to site solar projects in order to harvest the very rich 
financial and tax subsidies and incentives available for 
these projects. The bylaws are so poorly drafted (no front 
or side yard restrictions as an example) that "your across 
the street neighbor" can install a ground mounted solar 
system of 900 SF in their front yard. That's a footprint 
equal to the size of two city transit buses parked end 
to end. You will have no remedies under the EMC's 
proposed bylaws to stop it. Do you want this in Marion? 

The proposed solar bylaws. Article 30 and 31, are 
not good solar policy and zoning for Marion. Both Articles 
being rushed by the EMC to Town Meeting for a vote are 
poorly designed and drafted should be defeated by a NO 
vote. Wait for the Planning Board to respond with solar 
bylaws reflecting the needs of our Town. Developing good

Fairhaven. Starring Tom O'Brien and Chris Messina. 
Directed by Tom O'Brien. Running time: 81 minutes. No 
MPAA rating. 

Note: It was inevitable that I would review this sooner 
or later, since much of it was filmed literally within walking dis- 
tance of my house. When it became iTunes' 99-cent rental of the 
week, I figured, better now than never. I advise you I will judge 
it on its merits as a movie, not its merits as an exciting event 
you and/ or your friends were possibly involved in. 

Fairhaven 's a beautiful town, especially in winter. 
That much we learn from Fairhaven, though not much else. 
The movie tracks the vague disappointments of three friends 
who grew up together in southcoastal Massachusetts. Jon (Tom 
O'Brien) works on a fishing boat but wants to be a writer. Sam 
(Rich Sommer) sells real estate and is having a hard time get- 
ting back in the romance game after his divorce. Dave (Chris 
Messina), the one who left town, is back home for his father's 
funeral. Dave is the kind of scabrously honest guy built to kick 
out the underpinnings of complacency in his buddies. We watch 
as the guys, in pairs or in trio, wander around trying to distract 
themselves with women who never get to say much. That's es- 
sentially the movie. 

Fairhaven is a wee, almost microscopic character 
study whose characters, and their issues, seem imported from 
similar movies. I kept reflecting on 1996's Beautiful Girls, 
which had a larger cast, a more authentically New England 
flavor (though most of it was shot in Minnesota), and more 
vivid female characters. Fairhaven could've used a Rosie 
O'Donnell figure, loudly barging through the fog of white male 
weltschmerz. The movie feels intimate and therapy-bound yet 
aesthetically remote; whenever we're looking at tasty footage of 
Fort Phoenix at dusk we can understand why cinematographer 
Peter Simonite broke out the wide canvas, but inside cramped 
houses with two people talking the wide frame almost mocks 
the unimportance of what's going on, or not going on. 

I usually give movies like this the benefit of the doubt 
up to a point, that point generally being the moment I feel I've 
apprehended everything the movie has to say, and it's not fixing 
to do anything else but amplify or reiterate what it's said. That 
moment came fairly early in Fairhaven, when Jon and Dave 
are at a strip club and Dave confesses an affair with Sam's ex- 



wife Kate (Sarah Paulson). I grumbled to myself, "This scene 
had maybe six lines of relevant dialogue and could've been set 
anywhere, and they had to stage it in a strip clubT Not that I'm 
a prude, but in a movie so disinterested in what women have 
to say, it sort of matters. Anyway, the scene leads to a flat-out 
unbelievable bit in which a stripper takes Jon and Dave home 
for a coke-dusted threesome, which Jon skips out on because he 
has a girlfriend, though she's been making earnest noises about 
open relationships, and somehow she doesn't get mad when he 
drops in on her in the middle of the night and tells her where 
he's been. She's just a sounding board, like every other woman 
in town. 

Fairhaven was directed by its star, Tom O'Brien, and 
written by him and his co-star Chris Messina, and it has that 
Good Will Hunting whiff about it — an actors' script, written 
to its actors' strengths to show off what they can do. The drama 
burns with such a low flame, though, that the most the talented 
stars can do is brood and pose and perform "act what isn't said" 
exercises. The latter part makes Fairhaven obliquely interest- 
ing — we feel as though there are dozens of backstories to what 
we're seeing. We don't really get to know the guys, though. 
Each gets one or two traits. Jon is haunted by superstar quarter- 
back Tom Brady's averral that he still feels unfulfilled, and this 
Peggy Lee-esque "is that all there is" lament runs through Jon's 
character arc. Generally, in a film like this, Jon would be ad- 
vised to get out of Fairhaven and go be a writer. But that advice 
is placed in the foul mouth of Dave, who only fled town because 
he slept with his buddy's wife anyway. And the town is made 
to look so gorgeous and restful that it seems the movie doesn't 
want to pull the trigger on Fairhaven as a go-nowhere burg. 

Which it isn't. I liked that Promised Land made a 
case for its rural setting, and I like the case visually made for 
the town here. But you'd never know from Fairhaven that the 
actual town has a rich literary pedigree — Mark Twain liked 
to hang around here, chumming it up with oilman and town 
benefactor Henry Huttleston Rogers. But what is Jon going to 
write about? What kinds of things will he write? A novel set 
in Fairhaven about three overgrown boys who can't figure out 
underwritten women? They can't figure out the women because 
there's nothing in them to figure out, and nothing in the guys, 
either. Fairhaven is one of those self-consciously low-key indie 
films that come around every couple of years — the kind of 
drama that actively avoids Hollywood cliches (tearful confron- 
tations and revelations) but has nothing to replace them with 
except indie-film cliches (off-the-cuff confrontations and revela- 
tions). There's no passion, no spark. It's an actor's workshop 
with intermittent slide shows of Fairhaven, but Fairhaven bats 
its eyelashes becomingly, ready for its close-up.
